Work for the adult blind in the 
United States is based on a sys­ 
tem of cooperation between public 
agencies, federal and state, 
md 
private agencies both national and 
local. The trend m ay be said to 
be toward increased government 
participation in this arca of social 
welfare. 
Thus, the federal government has 
enacted a considerable number of 
legislative m easures beneficial to 
the blind. The services established 
through such legislation may be 
adm inistered through special agen­ 
cies in the various state govern­ 
m ents, and are subject to stand­ 
ards and requirem ents set by the 
federal governm ent. 
The private or voluntary agen­ 
cies supplem ent these 
services, 
and may act where public agencies 
are unable to function. Home teach 
ing of the adult blind, a service de­ 
signed prim arily as an aid in the 
adjustm ent of the newly blind, is a 
function of both public and private 
agencies. Sim ilarly. 
adjustm ent 
centers for the vocational diagnos­ 
is and adjustm ent of tho newly 
blind have been established by both 
kinds of agencies.

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Raw Garbage to Swine 
law Is Being Violated 
Jefferston City, 
Missouri, 
Re­ 
cent violations of a Missouri Law 
requiring that garbage be treated 
before being fed to swine could 
cause a serious ouwbreak of dis­ 
ease and bring severe loss to the 
state’s .livestock industry, Dr. L. 
A. Rosner, state veterinarian said 
today. 
‘‘The practice of feeding raw 
garbage to swine could result in 
an epidemic of Vesicular 
Exan­ 
thema, which would cost Missouri 
swine raisers millions of dollars 
and could 
endanger 
the 
public 
health as well.” Rosner stated. 
The Missouri Garbage Cooking 
and Feeding Law requires that 
garbage fed to swine be boiled at 
a temperature of 212 degrees for 
at least 30 minutes. 
The only ex­ 
ception to the law is an individual 
who feeds only his own household 
garbage to his own swine. 
The 
law alsb provides that anyone feed 
ing commercial garbage must se­ 
cure a permit from the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture 
certify­ 
ing that he has adequate facilities 
for processing commercial garb­ 
age. 
‘‘Although the law has been in ef 
feet nearly three years,” Rosner 
continued. ‘‘We are 
still finding 
violations by garbage feeders all 
throughout the State. 
We have 
prosecuted seven violators already 
this month and numerous others 
are being investigated.” 
Rosner added, ‘‘Unless the hog 
feeders of M «vuri comply with 
the law, we will have an epidemic 
more severe than in 1952 and 1953, 
sands of head of swine cost the in 
dustry an estimated four and one- 
half million dollars. 
No report of 
the disease has been recevied thus 
far, but we are constantly on guard 
for an outbreak.” 
Rosner also warned the people 
of Missouri that it is against the 
law to purchase, sell or transport 
swine which have been fed garb 
age in violation of this act.

Mississippi County Farm News 
By R. Q. Brown, Extension Agent 


While there have been no seri­ 
ous insects outbreaks in sizeable 
areas of the County, there are e- 
nough on a few farms to justify all 
farm ers being on the alert. 
Seeral have asked us if we are 
finding any worms. 
While it is 
nearly always possible to find a 
few in the fields we have checked, 
we had not up to Monday of this 
week ran into dangerous numbers. 
However we do have reports of a 
vjy havy infstation in 
at last 
ejy heavy infestation in at least 
one pasture field in the Wolf sland 
community. 
I do not think that it 
will be possible at this date to 
make accurate predictions as to 
what arm y worms will do or will 
not do next week. 
It is suggested that farmers kaep 
a close watch so that if it is neces­ 
sary to take control measures that 
it be done before serious damage 
is done. An average of four worms 
per square foot is usually an indi 
cation that spray should be applied 
Two recommended materials are 
pounds of actual toxaphene or 4 
ounces of dieldrin per acre. 
Pas­ 
tures or hay crops should not be 
used for dairy animals being fat­ 
tened for slaughter. 
Do not use 
either insecticide less than 10 days 
prior to combining. 
I have had only one report of 
corn flea beetles but since they 
are widespread in the state 
this 
year it is a good idea for farmers 
to be on the lookout for this insect. 
They are extremely small, black, 
jumping beetles which feed on the 
leaves. 
The small white looking 
spots or streaks left on the leaves 
after the beetles have strippd off 
the green coloring m atter is more 
likely to be observed than the in­ 
sects themselves. This is because 
of their small size and wild nature. 
A common pest of poultry is the 
ordinary louse. 
An effective and 
easy treatm ent is to use two table­ 
spoons 25 per 
cent 
emulsifiable 
consentrate in one pint water. Ap­ 
ply to the roosts using a small pain 
brush. 
One pint of this mixture 
will treat 125 to 150 linear feet of 
roosts. 
How to Get Rid of Moles: 
Mrs. Lewey Heath asks about 
the best methods of eliminating 
moles. This is a problem for which 
we hear lots of solutions but the 
trouble is that most of the reme­ 
dies don't work very well. 
Some report a good results from 
the use of mole traps. Since after 
all, there are usually not as many 
moles as their work would indicate, 
it is usually not hard to capture 
the entire croo if it realized that 
the mole usually works only early 
in the morning, late in the after­ 
noon or following a rain. 
If he is 
to be dug out with a hoe or shovel 
and killed it is important that the 
approach to the area where he is 
working be made very 
quietly. 
The mole has a very keen sense of 
hearing. 
A poisoned bait that is farily ef­ 
fective is made by treating raw 
peanuts or other grain with thalli­ 
um sulphate. 
In using this ma­ 
terial small holes are made in the 
run w’ays at 5 to 10 feet intervals 
for drooping a few pieces of bait. 
The bait should be bought already 
prepared because of the 
danger 
in handling the thallium sulphate 
It is highly toxic poison readily 
absorbed through the skin and the 
precautions for handling given on 
the containers should be carefully 
followed. 
I understand that this 
type of bait can be bought locally. 
Permanent Weed Control: 
A- 


bout every so often someone wants 
to know how to permanently kill 
all vegetation along the fence row 
around the lot or in some other 
amall area. 
No doubt it is fortunate that there 
is probably no such thing as a per 
manent kill of vegetation. How 
ever, there are some materials 
which may be used that will pro­ 
hibit growth for at least a year or 
so. Among these are socium chlo­ 
rate and common salt. 
However 
both have objection of being very 
corrosive. 
I have suggested the 
use of Karmex W or Telver W at 
rates up to 40 lb. or more per acre. 
This is the same material that cot­ 
ton growers use for weed control 
but of course at a far heavier rate. 
I do not know just how long the 
material 
will be effective but I 
am sure it would be good for more 
than one season. 
In using such materials is should 
be remembered that water 
run­ 
ning away from such treated areas 
may kill wanted vegetation. There 
are several reasons, to say nothing 
of the cost, why long time kills of 
vegetation should have restricted 
use and then only on small areas.

Cover the hoi* 
over so that no light can enter 
the runway and treat at 5-10 ft.

ease and bring severe loss to the 
state’s .livestock industry, Dr. L. 
A. Rosner, state veterinarian said 
today. 
“The practice of feeding raw 
garbage to swine could result in 
an epidemic of Vesicular 
Exan­ 
thema, which would cost Missouri 
swine raisers millions of dollars 
and could 
endanger 
the public 
health as well.” Rosner stated. 
The Missouri Garbage Cooking 
and Feeding Law requires that 
garbage fed to swine be boiled at 
a temperature of 212 degrees for 
at least 30 minutes. 
The only ex­ 
ception to the law is an individual 
who feeds only his own household 
garbage to his own swine. 
The 
law alsb provides that anyone feed 
ing commercial garbage must se­ 
cure a permit from the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture 
certify­ 
ing that he has adequate facilities 
for processing commercial garb­ 
age. 
“Although the law has been in ef 
feet nearly three years,” Rosner 
continued. “ We are still finding 
violations by garbage feeders all 
throughout the State.

Mississippi County Farm News

nearly always possible to find a 
few in the fields we have checked, 
we had not up to Monday of this 
week ran into dangerous numbers. 
However we do have reports of a 
vjy havy infstation in 
at last 
vejy heavy infestation in at least 
one pasture field in the Wolf sland 
community. 
I do not think that it 
will be possible at this date to 
make accurate predictions as to 
what army worms will do or will 
not do next week. 
It is suggested that farm ers kaep 
a close watch so that if it is neces­ 
sary to take control measures that 
it be done before serious damage 
is done. An average of four worms 
per square foot is usually an indi 
cation that spray should be applied 
Two recommended m aterials are 
2 pounds of actual toxaphene or 4 
ounces of dieldrin per acre. 
Pas­ 
tures or hay crops should not be 
used for dairy animals being fat­ 
tened for slaughter. 
Do not use 
either insecticide less than IO days 
prior to combining. 
I have had only one report of 
corn flea beetles but since they 
are widespread in the state 
this 
year it is a good idea for farmers 
to be on the lookout for this insect. 
They are extremely small, black, 
jumping beetles which feed on the 
leaves. 
The small white looking 
spots or streaks left on the leaves 
after the beetles have strippd off 
the green coloring m atter is more 
likely to be observed than the in­ 
sects themselves. This is because 
of their small size and wild nature. 
A common pest of poultry is the 
ordinary louse. 
An effective and 
easy treatm ent is to use two table­ 
spoons 25 per cent 
emulsifiable 
consentrate in one pint water. Ap­ 
ply to the roosts using a small pain 
brush. 
One pint of this mixture 
will treat 125 to 150 linear feet of 
roosts. 
How to Get Rid of Moles: 
Mrs. Lewey Heath asks about 
the best methods of eliminating 
moles. This is a problem for which 
we hear lots of solutions but the 
trouble is that most of the reme­ 
dies don’t work very well. 
Some report a good results from 
the use of mole traps. Since after 
all, there are usually not as many 
moles as their work would indicate, 
it is usually not hard to capture 
the entire cron if it realized that 
the mole usually works only early 
in the morning, late in the after­ 
noon or following a rain. 
If he is 
to be dug out with a hoe or shovel 
and killed it is important that the 
approach to the area where he is 
working be made very 
quietly. 
The mole has a very keen sense of 
hearing. 
A poisoned bait that is farily ef­ 
fective is made by treating raw 
peanuts or other grain with thalli­ 
um sulphate. 
In using this ma­ 
terial small holes are made in the 
run ways at 5 to IO feet intervals 
for drooping a few pieces of bait. 
The bait should be bought already 
prepared because of the 
danger 
in handling the thallium sulphate. 
It is highly toxic poison readily 
absorbed through the skin and the 
precautions for handling given on 
the containers should be carefully 
followed. 
I understand that this 
type of bait can be bought locally.

bout every so often someone wants 
to know how to permanently kill 
all vegetation along the fence row 
around the lot or in some other 
amall area. 
No doubt it is fortunate that there 
is probably no such thing as a per 
manent kill of vegetation. How 
ever, there 
are some materials 
which may be used that will pro­ 
hibit growth for at least a year or 
so. Among these are socium chlo­ 
rate and common salt. 
However 
both have objection of being very 
corrosive. 
I have suggested the 
use of Karmex W or Telver W at 
rates up to 40 lb. or more per acre. 
This is the same material that cot­ 
ton growers use for weed control 
but of course at a far heavier rate. 
I do not know just how' long the

In using such materials is should 
be remembered that w’ater

NUTS TO MOLES 
Many farm people have mad* 
inquiry regarding the control of 
moles in lawns and gardens in 
the past two weeks. The latest 
in the control of these pests is 
given from the U. S. Department 
of the Interior, fish and wildlife 
service, branch of predator and 
rodent control. 
Thallium 
sulfate-treated 
raw 
peanuts will give fairly good re­ 
sults in destroying ground moles 
if properly used. First, make a 
small hole in the runway with 
a sharp stick and drop in * few 
pieces of bait. Cover the hoi* 
over so that no light can enter 
the runway and treat at 5-10 ft, 
intervals 
along 
active 
tunnels.' 
This method does not lend itself 
to the preparation of home-made 
bait because of the difficulty in 
obtaining and the danger in han­ 
dling thallium sulfate, which i* 
a tasteless and highly toxic pois­ 
on. 
In some locations, field mic* 
follow mole runways and remove 
or eat the peanut bait. In such 
places, more liberal application* 
of the poisoned peanuts will de­ 
stroy both mice and moles. Other­ 
wise, the mice will take the bait 
and the moles will continue to 
root their way through th* soil. 
So, we say, feed poisoned nut* 
to the moles.

Oxytocin is a drug, actually a 
synthetic of a hormone th a t is a 
norm al secretion .of the pituitary 
gland. It works quite rapidly, but 
occasionally a second dose is nec­ 
essary. 
Following these injections, the 
milk is quickly let down rapidly 
And usually further treatm ent is 
not needed. Stubbornness seldom 
enters the picture of letting down 
m ilk, the AVMA says. Following 
calving some heifers need to have 
th e ir system s brought back into 
balance, a job which a dose or 
two of oxytocin often does.
